“CRAZY MARGARET” 


The Sequel to the Supposed Death of 
Hartford Woman.

Margaret Hennessy's Supposed Death 
and Burial—The Woman Turns Up 
Alive and Discomfits Bogus Credit- 
ors and Greedy Heirs.

Hartrorp, Coxx., June 23.—Margaret Hennessy 
of this city, about 65 years of age, was supposed 
to have been killed by the cars on the Valley Rail- 
road in Wethersfield, over a year ago.

THE SENATE SESSION.

Unpgr the most favorable conditions of 
heat, poverty, filth, ignorance, panic, terror 
and abject superstition, the people of the 
cholera-infected provinces of Spain are under- 
going a very light visitation. The course of 
the scourge this year follows the precedent of 
last year. It comes only where it is invited, 
and at the worst it adds very little to the ordi- 
nary death rate. 


THE solicitude of the House of Delegates for 
the welfare of policemen goes to the extent of 
questioning the honesty and fairness of the Po- 
lice Commissioners.. The resolution of . 
MONAHAN, introduced last evening, intimates 
that the medical examination will be used as a 
pretext for removing men who “have devoted 
the best part of their lives” to the police service. 
In other words, the examination may show that 
some of the policemen are too old for active 
service. If it does so, there is no other alterna- 
tive but to relieve them. When our school 
teachers are too old for active service they must 
shift for themselves; we do not permit super- 
annuated firemen to get in the way at fires. If 
there is any department of municipal service 
in which physical vigor and activity are indis- 
pensable it is in the police force. If there are 
any members of the force who are unfit for 
service, they have no claim whatever to remain.

Ir is not necessary to disclaim any feeling of 
hostility to the railroads in attempting to cor- 
rect the inequalities of assessment. The value 
of any property is determined by the capacity 
for earning an income. If a house is valued 
at $5,000 it is because it will sell for $5,000, 
and if it will sell for $5,000, it is because the 
rent will pay a fair interest on $5,000. The 
very highest rate which can de called fair is 
eight per cent, or, to express it in other words, 
the capitalized value of any property is at least 
twelve and a half times the annual net income 
it produces. Yet we have shown that the St. 
Louis and San Francisco road pays taxes on a 
value of only double its net income, and the 
ease is not exceptional. The assessment of the 
St. Louis, Iron Mountain and Southern road 
is less than three times the net income; that of 
the Missouri Pacific is less than double the net 
income.

Tun militia boys ought to be paid the sol- 
dier's poor stipend at least for the time they 
_ Spent in the service of the Stave at the call of 
the Governor, It is true the call was prema- 
ture, and the time they lost was spent in a 
lonely spot where there was nothing for them 
to do, but all the same they sacrificed their 
time and wages, and some of them their 
positions, to serve the State ‘at the call of its 
Governor.

the Governor not the slightest excuse for using 
any force whatever against them. When the 
militia are sent against outlaws, they may 
properly be paid out of the fund for the appre- 
hension of outlaws. But any application of 
that fund in this case is a gratuitous insult to 


peaceful and law-abiding citizens.

GO TO THE RECORD. 

If the Democratic party’s recently acquired 
control of Federal patronage, together with 
the pangs of protracted adversity, had not so 
revolutionized the Republican and so suddenly 
altered its tone—if it were not striving so hard, 
pending the allotment of offices, to get itself 
trusted as a thick-and-thin organ of the family- 
machine now being rigged to run Missouri 
politics—we might put some little confidence in 
such assurances as the following from the 
corner of Third and Chestnut: 

The Democratic State Government has given no 
evidence that it is afraid to cope with the railroad 
corporations, or any other corporations, in a plain 
matter of law and justice, and when it fails to do 
its duty fearlessly in the administration of public 
affairs, with a sacred regard for law and justice, 
then the party will deserve to “never elect another 
State ticket. 

But when we turn from this cheap cooing to 


the record, what do we see? A State Consti- 
tution nullified for ten years past as to its 
provisions against the joint management and 
joint official control of parallel © and 
competing roads—leading Democrats through- 
out the State transformed into railroad 
attorneys—the party organization and the 
Legislature, officered and run by them 
so successfully that some of the most 
mandatory clauses of a Constitution adopted 
ten years ago are still but dead-letters as far 
as they conflict with Mr. Jay GouLD’s plans 
and purposes—and no Democratic Legislature 
or State officer has yet made a serious attempt 
to enforce them. And while the Constitution 
authorizes the taxing of railroad corporations 
on their real and personal property, their gross 
earnings, their net earnings, their franchises 
and their capital stock, and forbids a surrender 
or suspension of the power to tax them, and 
commands the State Board of Equalization to 
see that all propert? subject to taxation is 
equalized in the assessment so that it shall be 
taxed in proportion to its value, we see 8180. 
000,000 of real estate in St. Louis assessed by 
that board to pay $4 of State tax on every 
$1,000 of its full capital value, or $40 on 
every $1,000 of its gross earnings, while rail- 
road property is assessed at less than one-fifth 
of its true value and pays State taxes to the 
amount of only about $8 on every $1,000 of its 
net earnings. 

Does not such a record of gross favoritism 
look a little as if our Democratic State Govern- 
ment had been afraid to cope with railroad 
corporations in a plain matter of law and jus- 
tice’ and had utterly failed to “do its duty 
fearlessly in the administration of public af- 
fairs?”

Taxing Railroads. 

From the Springfield Leader. 

The board of railroad commissioners estimate 
the value of railroad property in this State at $103,- 
58,555, an increase of nearly $60,000,000 over the 
previous assessment. This value is based upon the 
earning capacity of the property, which is $39,123,- 
339 40, and after paying all expenses, which in- 
cludes interest upon bonds, leaves net earnings of 
$10,080,414 86, or ten per cent on 8103. 528.8550, leav- 
ing a surplus of $272,440 74. The property, accord- 
ing to its bonded value, is 800. 000,000 and pays in- 
terest upon that amount of indebtedness, leaving 
dividends of ten per cent on stock. Hence, on this 
valuation of $103,528.555 it only is taxed at 83 per. 
cent of its actual value. This will strike fair-minded 
people as equitable andin proportion as other 
property is assessed. Bank property is satisfied to 
pay tax on two-thirds of capital invested, real 
éstate pays in about the same ratio, and railroad 
property is only assessed at one-third actual value. 
The railroads have no cause to complain at this. 
They should pay taxes on their property like other 
people. They should not try to place themselves 
above the State and defy its authority and at the 
same time seek its cover whon danger threatens. 
We wantthe railroads and the railroads want the 
people. The State, county and city governments 
must be maintained, and the railroads pay their 
just portion of taxes, and we hope Governor Mar- 
maduke and the State Board will be firm and treat 
the railroads as they do the people. Obedience to 
the law is due from every citizen and corpo- 
ration. 


American Goods.

If any one goes into the establishment of a mer 
chant tailor for the purpose of ordering a suit of 
cloths, it is ten to one that he will be told that the 
clothes that were made in Pennsylvania, New York 
or New England are the products of mills in the 
west of England, Yorksbire or Scotland, the as- 
sumption being that to say that they were Ameri- 
can goods would instantly make them unsalable.

THE PEOPLE'S FORUM. 


Who Owns the Railroads? 
St. Lovis, June 23, 1885. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In last Friday's issue of the Posr-DispatcH 
“Accountant,” in turning his light upon the railroad 
problem, affirms that “railroads are simply private 
property, and should be treated as such.” Such 
an assertion ought not to pass unnoticed. It is only 
because railroad managers have so long treated 
railroads as private property, thus creating mis- 
conception astotheir ownership, that the above 
assumption of “Accountant's” was ventured, 
Judge Jere Black was one of the foremost jurists 
this country has produced, and isa recognized 
authority on Constitutional law throughout the 
land. In anargument before the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Pennsylvania State Senate he said: 
“The legal relations existing between the State and 
the persons whom she authorizes to supervise her 
highways was somewhat elaborately discussed by 
the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania in the case of 


the Erie aud N. E. R. R. Co. vs. Casey. It was then 
determined that a railroad built by the authority of 
the State for the general purposes of commerce is 
a public highway, aud in no sense 
private property; that a corporation author- 
ized to run it is a servant of the 
State as much as an Officer legally appointed to do 
any other pubiic yang, pe strictly confined by the 
laws and as liable to removed for transgressing 
them. All the judges concurred intgis opinion. 
Neither they nor any other Judgein this country 
whose opinion is worthastraw ever denied the 
doctrines for which Ihave here cited this case, 
though it may have been sometimes overlooked, 
ignored, or perchance evaded. This principle and 
no other was the basis of the decision in Peunsyl- 
vania and all the other States that cities and coun- 
ties might issue bonds or their money and tax their 
people to aid in buiiding railways. The Supreme 
Court of the United States has affirmed it in scores 
of cases, Ido not know upon what foundation 
more solid than this anv great principle of juris- 
prudence was ever established in a free country.” 
Again, in the same argument, he said: The func- 
tions of railroad corporations are as clearly detined 
and ought to be as universally understood as those 
of any servant which the State or general Govern- 
mentemploys. Without proprietary rigut in the 


highways, they are appointed to superimtend 
thei or owners. They are 
charged with the duty of seeing 


that every needed facility for the use of those thor- 
oughfares shall ve furnished to ali citizens like the 
justice promised in Magna Cuarta, without sale, 
denial or delay. Such services, if faithfuily per- 
tormed, are important and valuable and the com- 
pensation ought to bea full equivalent. Accord- 
ingly they are authorized to pay themselves by 
levying a tax, or toll, or freight sufficient for that 
purpose. But this tax must be reasonable, fixed, 
certain and uniform, otherwise it is a fraud upon 
the people which no department of the State Gov- 
eroment nor all ot them combined has power to 
legalize.” And again he says: “A railroad Corpora- 
tion is a part of the civil government as much as 
a city corporation, the officersof the former as 
much as the latter are agents and trustees of the 
publ.c, and the public bas an interest isely 
similar in the fideiity of both.” While it is not 
possible for the people to understand the details of 
their management, there are certain fundamental 
principles refying to railroads that they should 
comprehend in order that the railway probiem may 
be peacefully solved, and about the first thing to be 
learned is, who owns them?

MORPHINE KILLED HIM. 


An Asthmatic Patient Gets an Overdose 
of the Drug. 
Adolph Lorey died at his residence, 612 La Salle 
street, between the hours of 1 and 2 o'clock this 
morning from the effects of an overdose of mor. 
phine. Lorey had been suffering from an aggra- 
vated case of asthma for the past nine years and 
had been inthe habit of taking morphine almost 
daily to alleviate the pain. Frequently he over- 
dosed himself and the services of a physician were 
necessary to keep him in the land of the living, but 
he always treated the matter dightiy and continued 
his reckless use of the drug. Yesterday he suf-

His wife. knowing that be was under the influence 
of morphine, and fearing that he had taten an 
overdose, sent for Dr. Lebrecht, the family physi- 
cian, who arrived at the house at about 10 p. m. 
He examined Lorey apd pronounced his case dan- 
gerous, almost hopeless, and made every effort to 
resuscitate him. Antidotes were applied with little 
effect. Lorey was aroused occasionally for a brief 
space of time, but soon relapsed again. For three 
hours the puysician, aided by Mrs. Lorey and some 
of the neighbors, worked with the rapidly sinking 
man, but all efforts to save him proved ineffectual, 
and he died at about 1:30 v'clook this morning. His 
wife and and all of the friends of the family refuse 
to even think of entertaining the theory of suicide. 
His home and business relations were pleasant and

THE BURNING OF WIDOWS. 


What a Hindoo Thinks of the Rite of 
Suttee and Its Abolishment. 
From the New Orleans Times-Democrat. 
A day or two ago there was published in the 
Times-Democrat a number of advertisements 
from a paper of Indie, showing that the rite of 
suttee was no longer regarded by widows of 
Hindostan. Regarding that innovation Mr. 8. 
G. Satay, a native off India, now in this city, 
has handed the. following in for publication. 
it is so seldom that the views of a true believer 
in the Vedas are made public, they will be read 
with interest: 
SOCIAL REFORMS IN INDIA. 

The so-called social reforms in® India, which 
are being pushed in by the followers of Rama 
Mohan Roy asa great blessing of the British 
rule, are, in fact, tie restoration of the primi- 
tive customs and manners of the Vedic times. 
However, it is a great mistake that these 
should seek . the aid of 

in introducing the wise, 
though abandoned, ways of their own patri- 
archs, These reformers have no doubt wisely 
hoisted the flag of a new dispensation, called 
the Brahmo religion, and call themselves Brah- 
m instead of Brahmins, Baboo Kishab 
Chendra Sen and Baboo Praatafchandra Moo- 
zoondar, of Calcutta, are the leading spirits of 
these movements, and the Social Keformer is 
an organ of their followers. The several ad- 
vertisements from widows and widowers which 
appear in this Brahmo paper, and which the 
English press takes an extract of, as a proof of 
the done by the British rule in India, are 
not only “farcical and funny” to the English 
and American readers, but also toa large and 
educated class of the natives of Hindostan. 
They know that although several fictitious 
names of widowed brides and bridegrooms ap- 
pearin papers, yet there have been but few 
widow marriages since the time of the abolish- 
ment of suttee and its mover, Rama Mohan 


The stern compact of the caste system is 
quite uncongenial to the introduction of a sud- 
den reform of this kind. The Hindoo society 
has been going wrong for the last several cen- 
turies, and in order to rectify the mistake they 
cannot but go back and see if they have been 
right in all their previous calculations before 
they make any change in the last figures of 
their working. In plain terms, the Hindoo 
religion, as laid down by the Vedas or the 
Word of God, is an exact science, and any 
slight mistake somewhere in the middle of the 
working, results into a grand mistake in the 
end. The necessity of the introduction of 
widow marriages has been felt only in this 
cursed British period. In the Hindoo and 
Mohamedan periods our boys never died at ag 
early age, leaving their wives mere girls, On 
inquiry it will be found that most of the ad- 
vertising second-hand brides have lost their 
youthfui and promising husbands of consump- 
tion, caused by overstudying the various*books 
prescribed for the university grades. In India 
the desire of studying English and taking the 
university honors at an early age of 
18 has been the all-absorbing thought 
among the rich as well as the poor 
of all castes. This is done at the sacrifice of 
anything and everything, which consequently re 
sults, partly from starving and rtiy from 
overstudying at nights, iu death. The custom ot 
early marriages also has in part contributed to 
this baneful effect of the British period. The 
parents are anxious to see their young ones 
wedded before they are separated from them 
and sent to the distant coileges at Bombay, 
Madras or Calcutta on a great mission of re- 
ceiving education—and that education, after 
all, means nothing more than a mere knowledge 
of the language of the rulers, with a little of 
the superficial knowledge of some of the most 
difficult technical terms of scientific books, 
There are no schools in India where boys can 
learn a trade. The tools of our artisans are 
eaten by rust, and their boys are required to 
seek a writer's vost in the firms of English 
merchants who have so kindly opened their 
shops to sugpy the whole of their nation with 
anything they require, from a pin toan anchor, 
cheaper and finer as well. This sort of desk 
drudgery and the sight of everything foreign 
in and out of doors has also crushed the spirit 
of the young generation of India, and hence 
we find so many deaths among the young 
and dear halves of the advertising widows 
for iages. Now, if we look up from 
the point where we stand we can distinctly see 

several swervings of our forefathers of the 
Ages who have unconsciously, I may 
say carelessly, gone wrong from the sublime 
and universal rules of the Vedic

The Hasilan-Heach Race. 

A certain Mr. G. D. Kahlo, whose father for the 
past four years has been United States Consul at 
Sydney, recently made the following remarke in 
regard to the Hanlan-Beach races to a reporter of 
the San Francisco Alta: 

“I saw the race between Beach aud Hanlan, but 
hardly know what to say about it. I don't think 
Hanlan sold the race, but there are some very dis- 
agreeable circumstances conngcted with the affair 
that piacé Hanlan in a position that is, to say the 
least, awkward of explanation. Hanlan made lots 
of friends in Australia, for he is a very social and 
pleasant gentieman. I saw a good deal of him, 


and many of my friends backed him heavily. 
Hanlan was sure he would win the race, and to his 
confideatial friends he stated that 9 was 
all right, that the race was his sure, and advised 
them to lay their money on him to whatever extent 
t could. Two or three days before the race 
Haulan and Beach, by chance, had a spurt on the 
course, and Beach beat him. For all that, on the 
morning of tae race odds of six to five were given 
on Hanian. Acquaistances of mine who saw the two 
darsmen as they came to the scratch say that 
Hanlan looked like a man who had lost his confi- 
dence in himself. Yes, he was beaten from the 
start. They hadn't pulled twenty strokes before 
Beach was ahead. Americans lost very heavily on 
Hanlan. Several that I know of lost as high as 
$10,000 each. It may be that Hanlan was notin 
his best trim. He said, though, that he was. He 
did not train for the race as h did. Hanlan 
enjoyed the life about the cinbs, aud it is not 
thought that he trained as rigorously as he should. 
Beach is a man of immense muscular development, 
nd, although he jacks the skill displayed by Han- 
an, it may be that be is the better man.“ 

s there any truth in the report that just before 
the race Haulau withdrew certain wagers he had 
made on bimself?’’ said the reporter. 

“That I douſt know. There were some such rum- 
ors,but I never knew of their verification. Some such 
report might have been started by some one who 
lost on Hanlan. What they feel sore about down 
there is the iden that if Hanian really thought 
Beach the better man he shoula not have boasted 
80 confidently of his ability to win the race, but 
should have given his friends at least a chance to 
kedge.”’

Then he knew without 
a doubt, unless Beach met with an accident, that 
he, Hanlan, was beaten and for this reason. You 
understand, the race took place on the Parmetio 
River, and in both instances when the tide was 
going out, with the tirst half of the race against 
the tide. Now, in cheosing for positions, Beach, in 
each case, won the tose and took the inside. In 
order to fully understand what this means 1 must 
explain a little more fully. If you have been in a 
row-boat on the other side of the river you will 
have noticed that you can float up stream from 
just above the Pittsburg dike to above the eievator 
provided you are near enough to the shore, This 
is because of the eddies which send one apparently 
up stream. The same state of affairs exists on the 
Parametto. The position next the shore, which 
Beach chose, had an eddy running apparentiy 
against the stream while Hanlan's position was out 
further and he had to row directiy against the 
current. Hasiantold me that the current was 
about three miles an hour and with such a handi- 
cap no man living could beat Beach. Way, just 
think of it, in the first quarter Beach had gained 
fully four lenghts. Such a difference hardly ex- 
ists between a first-class and a third-class man, let 
alone two first-ciass men.

No. 246, as the new craft is called, is regarded 
by Per builders as the pioneer in a new departure 
in steam yacht modeling, aud such speed is ex- 
pected of her that it is confidently believed she will 
beat Jay Gould’s yacht Atalanta at the yacht race, 
which takes place off New York on July 17.

A Chinaman Tells How Tea Should Be 


Made. 
Wong Choo Foo in the Cook. 

Use a china or porcelain pot. If you do use 
metal let it be tin, new, bright and clean; never 
use it when the tin is worn out and the iron ex- 
posed. If you do you are playing chemist and 
forming a tannate or tea-ate of iron, 

Use black tea. Green tea when is kept 
at home. What goes abroad is very bad 
and horrible. Besides containing the two 
hundred and three adulterations the Chinese 
philanthropist puts up for the outside barbar- 
ian, it is always pervaded by copper dust from 
the dirty curing pans af the growers. 

Infuse your tea. Don’t boil it! Place one 
teaspoonful of tea in the pot and pour over it 
one anda half cups of boiling water—that is, 
water really boiling. If your tea is poor, use 
more. It is cheaper, though, to buy good tea 
at the outset. Put your pot on the back t 
of the stove, carefully covered, so that it shall 
not lose its heat and the tea its bouquet. Let it 
remain there five minutes. Then drink it. 

Drink your tea plain. Don’t add milk nor 
sugar. Tea brokers and tea-tasters never do; 
epicures never do; the Chinese never do. Milk 
contains fibrin, albumen or some other such 
stuff and the tea a delicate amount of tannin. 
Mixing the two makes the liquid turbid. This 
turbidity, if I remember the cyclopoedia aright, 
is tannate of fibrin, or leather. People who 
put milk in tea are therefore boots 
and shoes in mild disguise.
